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New Post Office Not Needed 

The federal government is, apparently, consider¬ 
ing the idea of building a new post office building in 
Vulcan. 

Quite a few new post offices have been con¬ 
structed in this part of Alberta in the past two or 
three years and undoubtedly, in most cases were need¬ 
ed. The latest announcement concern^ the awarding of 
a contract for a new post office building at Barons. 

At Vulcan, however, present post office facilities 
are quite adequate. The building and interior facili¬ 
ties are modem in every respect and the location in 
the downtown area is most convenient for business¬ 
men, residents and visitors. 

No other suitable location for a post office is 
available in the main, four-block downtown business 
section at the price the department is willing to pay 
for the land, and we understand an option has been 
taken on a site out of the main business district. 

The wishes of the people should be considered 
and expressions of opinion are overwhelmingly in 
favor of keeping the post office in the downtown area. 
If it is the department’s firm policy to own rather 
than lease post office buildings, the present building 
could probably be bought from the owner. Certainly 
a change in location from the present to the proposed 
site would be most unsatisfactory. 


Wheat Picture Changing 

Things certainly can change quickly! It’s not too 
long ago that we had wheat all over the place — the 
bins were overflowing, half the skating or curling 
rinks in the country were full of the stuff and it 
wasn’t uncommon to see it simply piled on the ground 
in a field or farmyard. 

But a couple of dry years with their reduced 
wheat yields and big export sales (particularly to Red 
■China) have changed the picture. Now the talk is of 
open quotas on wheat and Agriculture Minister 
Hamilton is exhorting prairie farmers to grow more 
wheat instead of less. 

Another dry year and average or below-average 
'crop will see Canadian wheat stocks about as low as 
they can go without cutting down on exports. This, of 
course, could mean a higher price for wheat and no 
<jne will deny that this is overdue, because grain 
prices certainly haven’t kept pace with the farmer’s 
costs. 

Of course, there’s still lots of wheat and the 
United States can keep dumping it on the world mar¬ 
ket for quite a while before their surplus disappears, 
but at least the picture is different than it has been 
for the past ten years.

’Hopper Situation 

(By Dr. D. S. Smith, Entomologist, 
Lethbridge Research Station) 

Grasshoppers threaten a very 
large part of the agricultural area 
of Alberta south of a line drawn 
through Red Deer. The warm, dry 
weather of 1961 favored a further 
increase in the population, which 
has been building up steadily since 
1957. The increase was most not¬ 
iceable in the northern part of 
that area and iinvolved mainly the 
clear-winged grasshopper, Camnula 
pellucida. The total area threat¬ 
ened in 1962 is 24,090 square 
miles, an increase of one-third 
over last year. Of this, 18,650 
square miles are rated “light”, 4200 
"moderate”, 420 "severe”, and 820 
“very severe”. 

In the northern part the infest¬ 
ed area is bounded by a line join¬ 
ing Provost, Stettler, Olds, Strath¬ 
more, Empress, and Schuler. A 
very severe” area lies between 
Craigmyle and Rosebud in the 
Drumheller region. There is a sm¬ 
all "severe” area south of Three 
Hills and another between Strath¬ 
more and Irricana. A "moderate” 
area runs from Three Hills to Bas- 
sano and another is centered on 
Coronation. The rest of the area 
is "light”. 

The predominant species in all 
these regions will be the clear¬ 
winged grasshopper, which usual¬ 
ly lays its eggs in sod along field 
edes, in pastures and grazing land. 
In the Drumheller region popula¬ 
tions were so heavy last year that 
large numbers of eggs were also 
deposited in stubble fields. These 
will be additional sources of in¬ 
festation this spring. 

In addition, there may be small 
infestations of the clear-winged 
grasshopper that will rate "severe” 
anywhere within the forecast area 
or even outside of it These may 
arise either in the spring from is¬ 
olated concentrations of eggs or 
later in the summer as a result of 
migrations. 

In the southern part of the area 
the situation is not as severe as 
would have been expected from 
the nuhtber of grasshoppers pres¬ 
ent early last summer. There was 
a striking decrease in this popula¬ 
tion during the last two weeks of 
August and the Evidence indicates 
that this was caused by flesh flies 
attacking the 'hoppers. Consequen¬ 
tly fewer eggs were laid than an¬ 
ticipated earlier. The infested area 
extends from the Bow River be¬ 
tween Carseland and Bassano so¬ 
uth through Nanton and Lomond 
to Cowley and Cardston and east¬ 
ward through Lethbridge to Fore¬ 
most and Bow Island. This is most¬ 
ly “light” with a band of "moder¬ 
ate” from Bassano through Milo 
to Stavely and another from Fort 
Macleod to Cowley. 

The migratory grasshopper was 
the one mainly affected by the de¬ 
crease and should be of lesser im¬ 
portance this year. The infestation 
through the south will tend to be’ 
patchy because there are small 
areas where parasitism by flesh 
flies was less effective and there 
are other small areas where the 
clear-winged grasshopper was nu¬ 
merous. Therefore, a careful wa¬ 
tch should be maintained at hatch¬ 
ing time for locally severe areas. 

It must be remembered, as al¬ 
ways, that this forecast is based 
on so-called "average’ conditions, 
and the influence of spring wea¬ 
ther in particular can cause the 
severity of the infestation to vary 
on either side of this average. Ear¬ 
ly warm and dry weather will in¬ 
crease it while a cool and damp 
spring will decrease it. Be safe by 
being vigilant and taking remedial 
action as soon as it becomes neces-

Large Crowd Hears Dr. Thompson 
At Nanton Social Credit Banquet 


Approximately 350 people, in¬ 
cluding several car loads from 
Vulcan, attended a banquet spon¬ 
sored by the Macleod Federal 
Social Credit Association which 
was held in the Nanton Com¬ 
munity Center on Friday, Jan. 19. 
Dr. Bob Thompson, National 
Leader of the party; Ernie Patter¬ 
son, Social Credit Candidate in the 
Macleod Riding and Rev. E. G. 
Hansell, MLA, addressed the meet¬ 
ing which was one of the largest 
Social Credit meetings in the Mac¬ 
leod Federal Riding since 1935. 

Dr. Thompson told the meeting 
that Social Credit Party had al¬ 
ready nominated 57 candidates 
and intended to run a candidate 
in all of the 265 federal ridings. 
Because of the growing interest in 
Social Credit across Canada Dr. 
Thompson stated, “It is a reality, 
not just a possibility that the 
Social Credit party will form the 
next federal government of Can¬ 
ada." 

Dr. Thompson stressed the fact 
thtat Canada is not only involved 
in a cold war with the countries 
behind the "bamboo and iron cur¬ 
tains,” but Canada is also involv¬ 
ed in an economic war with these 
same countries. Over 40 per cent 
of the dollar goes to governments 
in the form of taxes and when this 
reaches 50 per cent, which it will 
do shortly under our present 
economic system. Canada, in ef¬ 
fect will have socialism. He stated. 
Social Credit would avoid this by 
bringing about basic financial re¬ 
form. 

The National Leader expressed 
his belief that no farmer really 
wanted government aid, but that 
every farmer would be far hap¬ 
pier if he could sell his products 
for a fair and reasonable price. 
"Social Credit would do this by 
implementing a system of parity 
prices. 

Ernie Patterson. Social Credit 
Candidate in the Macleod Federal 
Riding stated that “those who said 
‘Social Credit was dead in 1958’ 
should be at this meeting tonight. 
He expressed his belief that the 
Social Credit government of Al¬ 
berta should have Social Credit 
members of parliament to give it 
representation in Ottawa. 

Mr. Patterson stated that the 
people of the province believed 
they had good government and in¬ 
dicated this by returning 61 
Social Credit MLA's out of 65. 
Alberta has the lowest rate of un¬ 
employment in Canada and this 
fact was not just an accident, but 


it came about because of good 
government, said Mr. Patterson. 

The local candidate also point¬ 
ed out that it was the present 
Federal government that held up 
the exsport of natural gas from 
1957 until 1960 because they be¬ 
lieved that gas reserves were not 
large enough. Since they have 
finally consented to the export of 
gas the known reserves have more 
than doubled and with this export 
new industry has come to this 
constituency in the form of Sul¬ 
phur plants in Okotoks, Pincher 
Creek and in the Crowsnest area. 
How much sooner would this new 
industry have been established if 
there had been Social Credit 
members of Parliament to repre¬ 
sent the Alberta Government’s 
case instead of members who were 
against the export of gas?, asked 
Mr. Patterson.
